These  have  been  doing  business  for  a  period  averaging  10  months  and 
24  days.  Their  net  assets  amount  to  $831.67,  that  is,  at  the  rate  of  11)4  Per  cent,  per  annum  on  their  capital.  Of  the  above  Credit  Unions,  eight  are  located  in 
New  York,  five  in  New  Jersey,  and  three  in  Connecticut.  Three  of  the  Credit  Unions  were  organized  in  1911,  five  in  1912,  and  nine  in  1913,  four  of  which  did 
not  begin  business  until  April  1913.  ,  (Reprinted  from  “The  Jewish  Farmer”  June,  1913.)
